On 20 October 2007, the independent Police Review Authority registered this complaint at approximately 1730 hours upon 
receiving the initiation report of CaDtai|^icharm|neyg7. Per the initiation report, it was alleged that on 20 October 2007, 
at or about 1500 hours, while at^^^^^^^^^^^lthe accused officers denied the Complainant entry into his room 
while they were conducting an aggravated battery with a firearm investigation at the Complainant’s residence, pushed the 
Complainant and grabbed his arms in an attempt to handcuff him. The Complainant stated that his wrists, arms and back 
were hurting and was then transported to a hospital for treatment Reporting Captain responded to a caii for assistance by 
Witness Sgt Kemper. Upon arrival, Cpt. Elmer attempted to calm down the Complainant and the accused officers 
completed handcuffing the Complainant (Att. 4). 

On 20 October 2007, the Complainanyarovjde^j^n-Dei^n Statement wherein he alleged that on 20 Oct 2007, at 
approximately 1500 hours, while at Officer Duane Gordon #5977 and Officer Arthur Blakely #13262 

used excessiv^orcetohan^uff him by pushing his arm up forcefully behind his shoulder blades and handcuffed him too 
tightly. ^^^^I^^^^^Burther alleged that at ttie same time, plac^^^^^^^^^g^lakely directed to him a 
discriminatory and derogatory remark by stating "you dumb ass nigger”. |^^|^^HH^^«lated that he sustained 
soreness to his left shoulder and both wrists and did not resist arrest froirun^lccuse^nlcere at any time. (Att. 5). 

On 20 October 2007, Inv, Kymberty Reynolds #205 observed redness on b<^h of the Complainant's wrists. (Att. 7). 

The Arrest Report states that the Complainant was arrested for obstructing and resisting a police officer. The accused 
officers were named as arresting officers in the Arrest Report. It was reported that the Complainant became belligerent and 
threatening while impeding the arresting officers’ investigation of an aggravated battery with a handgun. As the arresting 
officers attempted to place the Complainant in custody he became an active resister and said he would notify OPS. 

Arresting officers reported using an emergency handcuffing procedure to place the Complainant in custody and inventoried 
his belongs thereafter. (Att. 8). A Tactical Response Report dociRnenting the same was prepared. (Att. 11). 


The medical records obtained confirm that the Complainant sought medical treatment for his alleged injuries on 20 October 
2007 and presented a chief complaint of pain to the right arm and wrist due to handcuffing. (Att. 15).

On 8 May 2008, witnesses Captain Richard Elmer #27 and Sergeant Janet Kemper #1302 
submitted Witness Reports stating that the arresting officers were struggling with the 
Complainant in order to handcuff him. Captain Elmer and Sergeant Kemper denied 
observing any acts of excessive force or hearing Accused Officer Arthur Blakely #13262 
direct any profanities against the Complainant. (Atts. 27,29). 

On 10 May 2008, Accused Officer Arthur Blakely #13262 submitted a To-From-Subject 
Report denying all material allegations. Officer Blakely stated that the arresting officers 
employed an emergency handcuffing technique in accord with the Use of Force Model as 
the Complainant was actively resisting arrest but denied using excessive force or 
directing profanity against the Complainant. (Att. 26). 

On 05 June 2008, Accused Officer Duane L. Gordon #5977 also submitted a To-From- 
Subject Report consistent with the statements provided by Officer Blakely and denying 
all material allegations. (Att. 28). 

Despite attempts to contact witnesses^^^^^^^^land 

telephone, regular mail, and certified mail, IPRA was unable to secure in person 

statements of these witnesses. (Atts. 16-17). 


CONCLUSION; 

Because of the foregoing information established by the record, the allegations raised by 
the Complainant against the accused officers cannot be substantiated or refuted. 
Accordingly, a finding of Not Sustained is recommended for all allegations.
